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20th-annual 


Bridge Walk to 
precede Taste 


Activities in downtown Belleville 
on Thursday, Aug. 20, will mark two 
anniversaries. 

The 20*-annual Belleville Bridge Walk 
begins at 5:30 p.m. at Doane’s Landing 
and will honor veterans of World War П as 
special guests to mark the 70" anniversary 
of the end of that war. 

Golf carts will transport those veterans 
unable to walk the bridge span. 

After a brief ceremony at Doane's 
Landing, the walkers will head north across 
the bridge. Then, Belleville Police will 
block traffic at the north end, so walkers 
can cross Belleville Road together and 
head south over the bridge again. 

Walkers will get a free certificate marking 
their participation and will gather for a 
group picture. 

Then, people are invited to head to 
Horizon Park near Main and High streets 
to take part in the Taste of Belleville, 
which runs from 6 to 8 p.m. Besides lots of 
eating, there will be music, complimentary 
caricatures by artist David Hernandez of 
Belleville, and the Rotary Club's Rubber 
Ducky Race, launching at 6:30 p.m. from 
the Denton Road Bridge. 

The dedication ceremony to mark the 
opening of the Kayak/Canoe Launch 
also will take place at 6:30 p.m. and 
representatives from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources will 
participate. The DNR gave a large grant to 
help fund the launch and a sign erected at 
the site must give credit to the DNR. 

The City of Belleville allocated federal 
Community Development Block Grant 
funds to help buy the launch. 

From 3 to 8 p.m. kayaks and canoes will 
be available for free paddling on Belleville 
Lake, made available by Heavner’s Canoe/ 
Kayak Livery. The Belleville Downtown

Barbara Miller again urges library board to tape meetings

"How do you get something on the 
agenda?" Barbara Miller asked the 


Belleville Area District Library Board at 
its Aug. 11 meeting. 

"I'm still waiting for an item to be on the 
agenda to tape the meeting,” Miller said. 

“I know. I’ve heard your comments," said 
board president Mary Jane Dawson. She 
said former board members Chris Brasil 
and Joe Monte gave a report one-and-a-half 
to two years ago and it was documented in 
the minutes. 
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Miller has been asking for the board to 
tape its meetings for several years. 

She said it was a disservice to the 
community not to have it available. 

She said at the previous night's school 
board meeting there was important business 
and only about seven people were present. 

“People are busy, but if they can catch 
it on TV it piques their interest. I think it 
might be time to look again,” Miller said. 

Board member Joy Cichewicz said she has 
worked at several libraries and she's never 
seen taping of library board meetings. 

“So what?" Miller replied. “You are on 
the verge of an expansion and changes. 
You'll be looking to the community for 
support, for a millage." 

Again, there was no promise to consider 
Miller's suggestion. 

Board member John Juriga asked Miller 
for input on getting corporations to help 


fund the library expansion. 

Miller said in her 35 years of practicing 
law she has seen many donations, but you 
have to have a program. She suggested 
hiring a professional fund raiser who 
puts together a power point to present to 
foundations. 

She said Edison has a separate, altruistic 
corporate foundation that gives money 
and so does Kresge. She suggested they 
interview professional fund raisers. 

"[t's not going to cost you anything to 
talk to them," Miller said. 

Board member Sharon Peters said she has 
had experience in working as a fund raiser 
and lobbyist. 

She said the library board is “new” now, 
with three new members and, “It’s not the 
same." 

From her experience, she said they have

to have their ducks in a row and utilize the 
knowledge and experience they have on 
this board. 

"[think we're missing a good thing,” Miller 
said. “GE is in Van Buren Township." 

Peters said it is best to get someone local 
as a contributor. 

Chairwoman Dawson said getting a 
corporate donor is more under Marketing 
than the Building Committee. 

Peters said she was in charge of the 
Marketing Committee and she would look 
into it. 

“You can say people are welcome to come 
to the meetings, but if you can't, watch us 
on TV,” Miller said, adding she remembers 
the local donors who contributed to 
upgrading Victory Station. 

“Thave noskills in fundraising," Cichewicz 
said. “This will be all learning." 

"The community would approve having 
us make an effort to raise funds without 
putting it all on taxpayers," said board 
member LaChelle Caver. 

She said if taxpayers see others are joining 
in to pay for the library, they might think, 
"Maybe ..." 

"Maybe the initial discussion should be at 
the regular meeting,” Cichewicz said. 

She said one of the things that has been 
roling around in her head is that the 
board approached the project with a needs 
assessment and that was not the right way. 
It should be, “What can we afford?" 

“We should look at the responses to the 
survey about what they are willing to pay, 
while exploring other ways to gain funds.” 

Juriga said they should not just look at 
corporate funds, but public support. He 
said there are wealthy residents in the 
community. 

He said William Donahey come to him 
on the porch and offered him $1 million to 
start a Boys and Girls Club in Belleville. 

“There are probably corporate people 
living in this community,” Peters said. 
“Who would know who they are?" 

In other business, the board: 

* Learned Ken and Sandy Askew donated 
lawn sculptures of four children and Juriga 
painted them and put them up inside the 
library; 

* Learned the Building Committee was 
planning to meet at 10 a.m. Aug. 14; 

* Learned the library hired a new adult 
services librarian Amy Greschaw, who 
had come from two part-time positions at 
once at the Baldwin Bloomfield Library in 
Birmingham and the Farmington Library 
while she was going to school working 
on her master’s degree in Library and 
Information Studies; 

* Heard Library Director Mary Jo Suchy 
announce that staff members were getting 
a surprise bonus in their paychecks that 


week. It will be 20% more than expected, 
with the total paid out $2,600. She said 
after she was hired she promised to use 
some of her salary to give to the staff; 

* Heard Suchy thank the Belleville Area 
Council for the Arts for funding of the 
library’s summer final awards program, 
Joel Tacey’s Cool Caper Magic Show.

Wayne Co. announces 
paving of Fenster Sub, 
part of Judd Road

Sumpter Township was notified by Wayne 
County that it would be paving the roads in 
Fenster Subdivision and Judd Road from 
Sumpter Road west to 300 feet past Bohn 
Road at no cost to the township. 

The township didn’t know when that 
would begin, but got a call on Aug. 
11 announcing the county would start 
preliminary work on Aug. 13 and asking 
the township DPW to post no parking signs 
to help clear the area. 

Maria Beaudrie, Sumpter’s Human 
Resources Specialist, confirmed that those 
roads get very bad during rainy weather in 
the spring. 

At the Sumpter Planning Commission 
meeting on Aug. 13, Commissioner 
Sharon Claxton said the $500,000 for the 
paving came from the Wayne County Road 
Initiative Fund. 

“We were entitled to it and didn’t apply, 
so they used their discretion,’ Claxton 
said, adding, “We have $500,000 more 
coming.” 

In July 2014, then Wayne County 
Executive Robert Ficano announced the 
roads initiative that would spend $14 
million over two years for township 
road work with matching funds from the 
townships. Cities get road funds directly 
from the state, but township’s road funds 
go through the counties. 

Van Buren Township used money from 
the county fund to put with a special 
assessment district to pave Venetian, 
Jeanette, and Dewitt roads, which were in 
poor condition. Money from the fund also 
was used in Walden Woods, with matching 
funds from the homeowners association. 
All the work on those projects had to be 
completed this construction season.

Speech at meetings 


After Don Schoenberger and CeJay 
Marshall gave their opposing viewpoints 
on whether the Van Buren Township 6.5 
public safety millage on the Nov. 3 ballot 
was a good idea, Trustee Jeff Jahr spoke up. 
This was at Tuesday's regular meeting of 
the VBT Board of Trustees. Schoenberger 
and Marshall spoke under the “Non Agenda 
Items" part of the agenda. 

“We don't want to have debates on the 
millage at every meeting," Jahr said, noting 
the board did what it thought was right in 
approving the proposal and if people want 
to be for it or against it, they could, but not 
at the township meetings. 

He asked Supervisor Linda Combs to put 
in some rules on that. 

Combs complied: “We will not discuss 
the millage at our meetings!" 

But Trustee Reggie Miller said people 
have the right to give their comments under 
"Non Agenda Items." Clerk Leon Wright 
agreed with Miller but suggested Combs 
get an attorney's opinion. “We [board 
members] can't promote the millage, but 
they [the public] can talk about anything 
they want." 

Trustee Brenda McClanahan said 
the people have the right to speak their 
minds. It's Freedom of Speech, Miller 
and McClanahan agreed. Combs said 
she would contact the township attorney 
and Michigan Township Association for 
guidance.

The notice is “chilling” to those parents 
who might like to ask the board something. 
It's also wrong. The meeting of the board 
of education should “Бе considered a public 
community meeting." 

That odd notice appeared at the top of the 
agenda in March and has been there ever 


since. How weird.

Huron River Watershed 
Council seeks ban on 
coal tar driveway sealers 


Coal tar-based pavement sealcoats pose 
numerous threats to human health and 
organisms living in lakes and rivers, according 
to a news release from the Huron River 
Watershed Council (HRWC). 

The HRWC is calling for a ban of the use of 
coal tar sealcoat in the watershed. 

These products are applied widely on 
driveways, parking lots and even school 


yards as a pavement maintenance practice. 
Coal tar sealcoat contains polycyclic aromatic 
hydrocarbons or PAHs, several of which are 
known carcinogens and have been linked to 
defects and death in fish and aquatic insects. 
Someone living near a surface sealed with 
coal tar has an estimated 38% greater risk of 
getting cancer than those who do not. Much 
of the increased risk occurs during early 
childhood. Children play on and near these 
surfaces and are, therefore, more likely to 
inhale or ingest PAHs associated with coal tar 
sealcoat. 
In rivers and lakes, PAHs are found primarily 
in the sediments. According to USGS research,

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as much as 50 -75% of all PAHs in sediments 
within the Great Lakes region come from coal 
tar sealcoat. Organisms that spend part or all of 
their life cycle in contact with these sediments 
can experience adverse effects, or death, due 
to exposure to elevated concentrations of 
PAHs. Affected organisms include mammals, 
birds, fish, amphibians, and plants. 

Coal tar sealcoat contains 1,000 times the 
amount of PAHs than asphalt-based sealcoat, 
a readily available alternative. As a result, 
major retailers such as Lowe’s and Home 
Depot no longer stock coal tar sealcoat. 
Minnesota, Washington and the District of 
Columbia have banned the product along 
with a growing number of cities, towns and 
counties throughout the U.S. Washtenaw 
County no longer allows the application of 
coal tar sealcoat on its properties. 

*When I learned about the health hazards 
and that there was a reasonable alternative, 
it just sounded like the way to go;" stated 
David Shirley, Interim Director, Office of 
Infrastructure Management at Washtenaw 
County. 

"Coal tar sealcoat is widely applied in our 
watershed," says Dr. Paul Steen, an aquatic 
ecologist with the HRWC. And it is making its 
way to our waterways. 

"PAHs were found in sediments at 
Peninsular Dam in Ypsilanti at levels that 
exceed concentrations where health effects 
are probable.” As part of the solution, 
HRWC is raising awareness among residents, 
municipalities, and other environmental 
organizations and promoting actions that will 
eliminate the use of this contaminant in the 
watershed. 

Executive Director, Laura Rubin explains, 
"We are currently investigating how wide- 
spread PAH contamination from coal tar 
sealcoat is in the area." 

HRWC will release more information as more 
is learned over the coming months. However, 
one thing is undeniable, Rubin cautions, “You 
do not want this material used at your house, 
at your neighbors’ houses, or on parking lots 
that you and your children walk on.” 

HRWC is calling for all local government 
groups to stop using coal tar sealcoat on the 
properties they manage and issue ordinances 
that ban the use of high PAH content sealcoats 
on private property. 

Residents can contribute by using safer 
alternatives like asphalt based sealcoats which 
have significantly lower PAH content. If coal 
tar sealed pavement is already in place, it 
is safer to encapsulate the coal tar with the 
asphalt sealcoat than remove the old product.

Bridge Walk history 

The first Belleville Bridge Walk was at 11 
a.m., Saturday, May 4, 1996, following the 
dedication of the new bridge constructed to 
replace the former Blue Bridge. 

The Blue Bridge was taken down, 
transported to the western side of the 
state, and reassembled to span a river near 
Lowell, MI. Over the years, people from 
the Belleville area have driven to visit their 
old Blue Bridge and take pictures of it to 
share with readers of the Independent. 

Steve Kovich of Reflections Lakeside 
(now Johnny's on the Lake) was chairman 
of the event. There were speeches at the 
north end of the bridge and a blessing of the 
bridge by clergy, before the ribbon cutting 
and Bridge Walk south into Belleville. 

A lane of Belleville Road was closed for 
the walkers and Bob Baker took an aerial 
photo from his private plane and shared 
the picture so it could be printed in the 
Independent. 

Michigan Gov. John Engler originally 
planned to attend the event, but he sent 
his regrets. Other local, county, and state 
officials were present. 

After the Bridge Walk, the Taste of 
Belleville followed in the Fourth Street 
Square. Those buying a $2 commemorative 
button or a $10 Bridge Walk t-shirt were 
able to eat free at the Taste of Belleville.

The display was assembled by 
Chesley Odom, who designed amenities 
for the prize-winning bridge. 

The Central Business Community and 
the Belleville-Area Chamber of Commerce 
coordinated the day's activities. 

On that Friday and Saturday there was 
a carp shoot in Belleville Lake, called the 
Belleville Rough Fish Battle Royale by 
organizer Tim Katona of South Street Bait 
and Tackle.

The “rough fish,” including carp, garpike, 
and goldfish, were trucked to a landfill, 
after those wishing to use them for fertilizer 
took their shares.
